LONDON, May 10.—The body of King Kdward VII will be removed on 


May 17 from Buckingham palace to Westminster hall, where it will lie in 
state for three dnys, then being taken on the evening of the third day to 
Windsor, for interment in St. Geon>-ii's chapel on the day following. 


The body of the late monarch will be home on a gun carriage through 


the streets of London to Paddingtoii station, and again through the streets 
in Windsor to the castle. , The procession.will be similar to that upon the 
occasion of the funeral of Queen Victoria in 1901.

10— CoU Roosevelt party arrived from Stockholm. Sw^flen, 
arrived in this city this forenoon from 
Sweden. He was met in the railroad 
station, by the secretary for foreign 
affairs, Von Schoen, on "behalf of the 
emperor, the staff

ony. Among the other Germans to meet 
Mr. Roosevelt were Lieut. Col. Von

Barley Water: Barley, 1 pound, 2 


gallons water, boil down to 6 quarts, 
strain, add teacup of molasses. 


Bran 
Mashes: 
Half 
peck 
bran, 


enough boiling water to scald it thor- 
oughly, stir well and give warm. Al- 


ways give mashes from a clean pall. 


Corn Mash: 
One pound of corn 


meal in 6 quarts of boiling water, stir 
frequently and give when blood warm. 
This is a .nutritious mash. 


Oat-meal Gruel: 
One pint of oat- 


meal mixed . in bne-liaif pint of 
cold 


water, add 'to this one gallon of boil-, 
ing water and boll for a few minutes. 
Feed'when warm.

The concrete sidewalk is good while 
it lasts, but it wenrs out rapidly, shows hollows that hold the water and 
finally opens up in^big cracks. The ideal sidewalk is either granite, flag- 
stones or granolithic. 
We have some such sidewalks already, and we 


should have more of them. 
On many streets that are in good condition 


the sidewalks nre rough, and even dangerous. 


The city runs considerable risk of damages 
where 
sidewalks 
ore 


allowed to lapse iuto a dangerous condition. 


The rule in regard to new sidewalks in this city is, that the nbutters 


pay for the curbstones and the first permanent covering. 
The, city then 


assumes the care and responsibility for the sidewalk ever after. 
Tho city 


lays cinder sidewalks on accepted streets free of charge to (lie abuttcrs. 
bnt in some cases it would appear that even cinders nre very scarce. 
If 


more attention were paid to sidewalks by (he street department''there would 
be fewer damage claims against tho city on account of personal injun 
resulting from accident? cither due or falsely charged to the roughness o't 
sidewalks.

In addition to this there will be hoifses 
for the: birds of mixed . "nationality" 
and places where those may ho studied 
m their different classes and under 
different conditions. 


All the work of this gigantic bird col- 
ony is to bo done under tho direction 
of Assistant Professor H. M. Benedict 
of the department of biology 
of 
tho 


University of Cincinnati. He says that 
this lias been for many y.ears a kind of 
meeting place for tho birds of Cincln- 
natland that thousands of thorn have 
gone there to rest and to cat. lie says 
he will arrange a place where they 
can rest undisturbed by passersby. 


"We are in a now field as yet," said 
Professor Benedict. "We must study 
the best way to teach birds to congre- 
gate and nest in a locality where they 
are safe. Tho action of Mrs. Emcrv 
was the first of its kind to my knowl- 
edge in the world and will have decided 
effect In aiding other communities, it 
will be known as 'The Mary Emerv 
Bird Preserve,' and wo will take special 
delight in showing it to all the people 
who care to see it when It is finally ar- 
ranged."

REPAIR 
OF 
SIDEWALKS. 


The movement for smooth paved streets is very commendable, but it 


should be supplemented by a movement for smooth sidewalks. 
The old 


uneven brick sidewalk is out of date. The concrete sidewalk is good while 
it lasts, but it wears out rapidly, shows hollows that hold the water and 
f.pally opens up in big cracks. The ideal sidewalk is either granite, flag- 
stones oiv granolithic. 
We have some such sidewalks already, and we 


should have more of them. 
On many streets' that are in good condition 


the sidewalks are rough and even dangerous. 


The city runs considerable risk of damages 
where 
sidewalks 
are 


allowed to lapse into a dangerous condition. 


The rule in regard to new sidewalks in this city is, that the abutters 


pay for the curbstones and the first permanent covering. 
The city then 


assumes the care and responsibility for the sidewalk ever after. 
The city 


lays cinder sidewalks on accepted streets free of charge to the abutters, 
but in some cases it would appear that even cinders are very scarce. 
If 


more attention were paid to sidewalks by the street department there would 
be fewer damage claims against tho city on account of personal injury 
resulting from accidents either due or falsely dim-god to the roughness of 
sidewalks.

J. Emery, who was by far the largest 
realty owner in Cincinnati, has been 
set aside by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary 


Emery, for the founding.and perpetua- 
tion of a. home for birds. Mrs. Emery 
has completed the purchase of a tract 
of land In Evanswood place of about 
two acres and has signified her inten- 
tion of turning it over to the care of 
the department of biology in the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. 


This ground is to be built up with 


different kinds of houses, where 
the 


feathery trlbo can be sheltered. It will 
be made secure against the invasion o£ 
cattle, and small boys, and there will 
be housed there possibly 100 different 
kinds of birds and their several species. 
In addition to this there will be houses 
for the birds of mixed "nationality" 
and places where these may he studied 
in their different classes and under 
different conditions. 


All the work of this gigantic bird col- 


ony is to be done under the direction 
of Assistant Professor H. M. Benedict, 
of the department of biology 
of 
the 


University of Cincinnati. He nays that 
this has been for many years a kind of 
meeting place for the birds of Cincin- 
nati anfl that thousands of them have 
gone there to rest and to eat. 
Me says 


he will arrange a place where they 
can rest undisturbed by passersby. 


"We are in a new field as yet," said 


Professor Benedict. "Wo must study 
the best way to teach birds to congre- 
gate and nest in.a locality where they 
Are safe. The action of "Mrs. Emery 
was the first of" its kind to my knowl- 
edge in the world and will have decided 
effect in aiding other communities. It 
will be known as 'The Mary Emery 
Bird Preserve,' and we will take special 
delight in showing it to all the people 
who care to see if when it Is finally ar- 
ranged."

REPAIR 
OF SIDEWALKS. 


The movement for smooth paved streets is very commendable, but it 


should be supplemented by a movement for smooth sidewalks. 
The old 


uneven brick sidewalk is out of date. The concrete sidewalk is good while 
it lasts, but it wears out rapidly, shows hollows that hold tho water and 
finally opens up in big cracks. The ideal sidewalk is either granite, flag- 
stones or granolithic. 
We havo some such sidewalks already, and we 


should have more of them. On many streets that are in good condition 
the sidewalks are rough and even dangerous. 


The city runs considerable risk of damages 
where 
sidewalks 
are 


allowed to lapse into a dangerous condition. 


The rule in regard to new sidewalks in this city is, that the abutters 


pay for the curbstones and the first permanent covering. The city then 
assumes the care and responsibility for the sidewalk ever after. 
The city 


lays cinder sidewalks on accepted streets free of charge to .the abutters, 
but in some cases it would appear that even cinders are very scarce. If 
more attention were paid to sidewalks by tho street department there would 
be fewer damage claims against the city on account of personal injury

CINCINNATI, 
May 
10.—Approxi- 


mately 3250,000 of the estate of Thomas 
J. Emery, who was by far the largest 
realty owner in Cincinnati, has been 
set aside by his widow, Mrs.. Mary 
Emery, lor the founding and perpetua- 
tion of a home for birds. Mrs. Emery 
has completed the purchase of a tract 
of land in Evanswood placo of about 
two acres and has signified her inten- 
tion of turning it over to the care of 
the department, of biology in the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. 


This ground is to be built up with 


different kinds of houses, where 
the 


feathery tribe can be sheltered. It Will 
be made secure against the invasion of 
cattle and small boys, and there will 
bevhoused there possibly 100 different 
Idnds of birds and their several species. 
In addition to this there will be houses 
for the" birds of mixed "nationality" 
arid places where these may ho studied 
in their different classes and under 
different conditions. 


All the work of this gigantic bird col- 


ony is to be done under the direction 
of Assistant Professor H. M. Benedict, 
of the department of biology 
of 
thu 


University of Cincinnati. JJe says that 
this has been for many years a kind of 
meeting place for the birds of Cincin- 
nati and that thousands of them have 
gone there to rest and to eat. He says 
he will arrange a place where they 
can rest undisturbed by pnssersby. 


"We are In a new field as yet," said 
Professor Benedict . "We must study 
the best way to teach birds to congre- 
gate and nest in a locality where they 
are safe. The action of Mrs. Emery 
was the first of its kind to my knowl- 
edge in the world and will have decided 
effect in aiding other communities. It 
will bo known as 'The Mary Emery 
Bird Preserve,' and we will take special 
delight in showing it to all the people 
who care to see it when It is finally ar- 
ranged." 


Mrs. Kmery and her husband were 
both great lovers of birds.

REPAIR 
OF SIDEWALKS. 


The movement for smooth paved streets is very commendable, but it 


should be supplemented by a movement for smooth sidewalks. 
The old 


uneven brick sidewalk is out of date. The concrete sidewalk is good while 
it lasts, but it -wears out rapidly, shows hollows that hold the water and 
finally opens up in big cracks. The ideal sidewalk is cither granite, flag- 
stones or granolithic. 
Wo have somn such sidewalks already, and we 


should have more of them. On many streets that arc in good condition 
the sidewalks are rough and even dangerous. 


The city runs considerable risk of damages 
where 
sidewalks 
ore 


allowed to lapse into a dangerous condition. 


The rule in regard to new sidcwnlks in this city is, that the abuttcrs 


pay for the curbstones and the first permanent coveting. Tho city then 
assumes the care and responsibility for the sidewalk ever after. 
The city 


lays cinder sidewalks on accepted streets free of charge to the abutt'ers, 
but in some cases it would appear that even cinders are very scarce. If 
more attention were paid to sidewalks by the street department there would 
be fewer damage claims against the city on account of personal injury 
resulting from accidents either due or falsely charged to the roughness of 
sidewalks.

10.—Approxi- 


mately $250,000 of the estate of, Thomas 
J. Emery, who was by far the largest 
realty owner in Cincinnati, has been 
set aside by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary 


Emery, lor the founding and perpetua- 
tion of a homo for birds. Mrs. Emery 
has completed the purchase of a. tract 
of land in Evanswood place of about 
two acres and has signified her inten- 
tion . of turning it over to the care or 
the department of biology in tho Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. 


This ground is to be built up with 


different kinds of houses, where 
the 


leathery tribe can be sheltered. It will 
be made secure against the invasion of 
calllo and small boys, and there will 
be housed there possibly 100 different 
kinds o£ birds and their several species. 
In addition to this there will be houses 
tor the birds of mixed 
"nationality" 
and places where these may be studied 
in their different classes and under 
different conditions. 


All the work of this gigantic bird col- 


ony is to bo done under tho direction 
of Assistant Professor II. Jil. Benedict, 
of the department of biologv 
qif 
the 


University of Cincinnati. He says that 
this has been for many years a kind of 
meeting placo for the birds of Cincin- 
nati and that thousands of them have 
gono there to rest and to cat. He says 
he will arrange a place where they 
can rest undisturbed by passersby. 
"Wo arc in a new field as yet," said 
Professor Benedict. "We must study 
the best way to teach birds to congre- 
gate and nest in a locality where they 
are safe. The action of. Mrs. Emery 
was the first of its kind to my knowl- 
edge in the, world and will have decided 
effect in aiding other communities. It 
will be known as 'The Mary Emery 
Bird Preserve,' and wo will take special 
delight In showing it to all the people 
who care to sec it when It Is finally ar- 
ranged." 


Mrs. Emory and her husband were 
both great lovers of birds.

Tlio following mashes, teas, etc., 


will be found beneficial In weak con- 
dition from illness. 


Linseed Tea: Bruised linseed, 4 to 6 


ounces, 1 gallon boiling water, simmer 
for two hours, strain, add a little mo- 
lasses. 


Linseed Mash: Linseed, 2 quarts, a 


teacupful of sugar, 6 quarts 
boiling 
water, simmer slowly from 
4 to 
5 
hours. 


Barley TVater: Barley, 1 pound, 2 
gallons water, boll down to G quarts, 
strain, add teacup of molasses. 


Bran 
Mashes: 
Half 
peck bran, 
enough boiling- water to scald it thor- 
oughly, stir well arid give warm. Al- 


ways give mashes from a clean pall. 


Corn Mash: 
One pound 
of corn 


meal In 8 quarts of boilim; water, stir 
frequently nnd give when blood warm. 
This is a nutritious mash. 


Oat-meal Gruel: 
One pint of oat- 


meal mixed in one-half pint of 
cold 


water, add to th'fs one gallon of boil- 
ing- water and boil for a few minutes. 
Feed when warm. 


Water. 
Should ho given a horse at 
rest; three times daily. When at work 
oftener but in small quantities and of- 
ten. 
Water never should be given ice 


cold and should, be given before feed- 
ing at least fifteen minutes, half hour 
is better. Water from 
clear 
spring, 


deep well, upland surface water, 
Is 


considered wholesome. 
Water 
from 


ultivated lands doubtful. Shallow well 
water, river water 
contaminated by 
sewage, often dangerous. 
Pure water 


is of great importance In maintaining 
health. Impure water causes great loss 
every year to unthinking stock own- 
ers, through diarrhoea, dysentery 
and 
other ills.
